Chicago Meat Packers Would Like 
Free Canadian Cattle and Ex- 
tension of Their Monopoly 
The injurious control of the United | 
States Beef Trust over this country) 
would be one of the most dangerous 
outcomes of the reciprocity agree- | 
ment if it should be adopted between | 
the States and Canada. Particularly | 
would the results of the Beef Trust 
regime be dire to Western Canada. | 
The history of the Beef Trust in the | 
United States law courts shows that} 
“the big six’ packing companies of | 
Chicago have almost entire control of | 
the producing regions of the Western | 

States, 

The United States Beef Trust ‘s 
made up of the following firms: Av-) 
mour & Co., Swift & Co., Morris &| 
Co., including the Fairbanks Canning 
Co., the National Packing Company,

Nearly every year the Beef Trust| 
is brought into court for breaking the 
Sherman anti-trust aw.

LABOR M.P’S WAGES. 


How Their Salaries Are Paid at the 
Present Time. 

Should the bill for the payment of 
$2,000 a year to members of Parlia- 
ment go through, it wil) mean that, 
in the majority of cases, the income 
of Labor M.P.’s will be considerably 
increased. At the present time Labor 
M.P.’s are paid by Trade Unions for 
their Parliamentary duties, usually 
at the rate of only $1,000 a year. In 
some cases, however, the unions #up- 

lement this $1,000 by a special al- 
owance, varying from $1,000 to $1.256 
roposed, however, to stop this 
special payment when salaries are 
provided from state funds. 

There is no doubt that the cost of 
maintaining members of Parliament 
has proved no small strain on the 
funds of the Trade Unions throughout 
the country. As a matter of fact, it is 
estimated that the party headquarters 
is paying at the rate of $40,000 a year 
in M.P.‘s salaries, and in addition 
they have spent an average of $250,- 
900 on: each of the last three genera! 
elections. This expenditure has hith 
-rto been met by a@ levy of twopence 
per member per annum on the total 
membership of the affiliated societies; 
and it may be recalled that it was 
this compulsory levy which, in 1909 
led to the now famous Osborne judg 
ment, when it was decided by the 
courts that such levies were illegal. 

A newspaper correspondent, wr.ting 
to The Times, mentions that when the 
Labor party was first formed the levy 
was one penny per head, but it was 


found necessary to increase it in 1907 


te the present figure. It is suggested 
that if Labor members are paid $2,000 
a year by the state, the levy might 
again be reduced to one penny. It 
is, however, unlikely that this will be 
done, for the simple reason that pay 
ment of members will naturally afford 
the Labor party an opportunity 
increasing the number of Labor can- 
didates at future elections. 

There is one fact regarding the 
Labor M.P. of which the public is not 
generally aware. At the present time 
most of the unions claim the right to 
take their Parliamentary representa- 
tives away from their duties at West- 
minster from time to time to attend 
to organizing work for the unions, and 
unless this practice is stopped the 
Labor party may be accused of receiv. 
ing salaries fcr its M.P.’s for such 
work in connection with their unions 


instead of political work at Westmins- | 


ter. It is proposed, however, to stop 
this practice, against which protests 


have been inade by the party leaders | 


themselves,—Tit-Bits, 


Ingenious Etymology.

clarge against the enemy. 

King George has taken the keenest 
interest in the Recum’s work among 
her people, and in conseouence she is 
the only woman in the British Em- 

ire to wear an order of knighthood 
raving been decorated with the order 
of Grand Commander of the Star of 
India. 

The peculiar f«ct that the crown of 
Bhopal passes trom mother to daugh- 
ter instead of frm father to son—the 
ruler's husband being called a Nawab, 
a male title she also bears herself— 
mav account tor the Beguin’s success- 
ful innovations at home, At any rate 
woman suffrage advocates might well 
cite her as an example of woman's 
might.

The Mclsaac Fund 


To the Editor of the Standard: 

Sir,—May I be permitted to use 
yonr space for a matter which has 
been exciting considerable attention 
lately, and which was brought up at 
the last meeiing of the town council. 

Some time ago a man named} 
Mclsaac was brought into Strath- 
more from one of the camps in a 
dangerously ill condition, | He was 
taken into the Strathmore Hospital | 
which is run by Mrs, J. H, Kelsey, 
and was there for a period of 51 
days, after which he was taken to 
the Holy Cross Hospital. He is 
now recovered and able to be about. 
During the time he was in the 
hospital at Strathmore he ran up a 
very heavy bill for supplies, having 
to be supplied with brandy, eggs 
and the best of food, which as any- 
one knows who has had to keep 
house, costs money. Mclsaac paid 
his bills as far as the money he had | 
allowed him, but as that did not 
amount to a great deal a fund was 
raised in Strathmore and the sur- 
rounding country. The majority 
of those who gave to this fund did 
so on the understanding that it was | 
to be devoted partly at least to pay- 
ing his expenses while in hospital at 
Strathmore. 

It is now stated that Mrs, Kelsey | 
received nothing at all from. the 
fund raised, and that all she receiv- 
ed as remuneration in this case was 
$44, which MclIsaac paid himself 
out of the money he had before he 
became ill, The serious nature of 
his iliness demanded that he be 
watched night and day, and this, in 
addition to the cost of feeding and 


boarding him, makes it manifest 
that Mrs. Keisey must be out a con- 
siderable sum. The Strathmore 


Hospital is a private one, and is not 
in receipt of any outside assistance, 
and as it has only been running for! 
a comparatively short time, it will | 
be seen that the loss is a very severe | 
one. Some of the Strathmore 
people gave sums ranging from $2 
to Sto and they are naturally some- 
, what indignart that the costs of the 
patient while here have not been} 
paid. The patient himself stated to 
Mr. H. J. Spicer several days be- 
fore leaving the hospital that he 
had received the very best of atten- 
lion, 

The object of this letter is to 
draw the attention of the promoters 
of the fund to the tact of Mrs. 
Kelsey not having been paid, which 
may have been overlooked, and to 
publish a statement as to the ex- 

pre of this money, if you will 
@ % he use of your columns for} 
tH" purpose. 

There has been a lot of talk 
among the subscribers about the 
hospital expenses not having been 
paid, and, unless a_ satisfactory 
explanation is made, it will have 
the effect ot making responses to 
charity less spontaneous than they 
have been in the past.

NEW ALLIANCE SIGNED WITH 
IMPORTANT CHANGES 


Anglo-Japanese Alliance is Modified 
to Exclude the United States from 
Great Britain's Possible Enemies— 
Commercial Treaty So Far as it 
Concerns Canada Has Been Pro- 
longed for Two Years. 
London.—The Anglo-Japanese alli- 

ance has been modified to exclude the 

United States from Great  Britain’s 


« Possible enemies and the life of the 


alliance has been extended nearly six 
years by the new version of the treaty 
which Sir Edward Grey, the British 
Secretary of foreign affairs, and Count 
Kato, Japanese ambassador at Lon- 
don, signed yesterday. The original 
agreement that was signed August 12, 
1905, included eight articles and a 
preamble. The only practical differ- 
ence between that and the new version 
is embodied in Article Four, whieh 
reads: 

“Should either high contracting 
party conclude a treaty of general 
arbitration with a third power, it is 
agreed that nothing in this agree. 
ment shall entail upon such con- 
tracting party an obligation to go to 
war with the power with whom such 
treaty of arbitration is in foree,”’ 

The preamble states: 

“The government of Great Britain 
and the government of Japan having 
n view the important changes which 
ave taken place in the situation 
Anglo- 
Japanese agreement, August, 1905, 
and believing that a revision of that 
agreement responding to such condi- 
tions would contribute to the general 
stability and repose have agreed upon 
the following stipulations to replace 
the agreement mentioned.” 

_Then follows the objects of the al- 
liance as set forth in the previous 
draft. These include the 
tion and maintenance of general peace 
in the regions of Eastern Asia and 
India, the preservation of the common 
interests of all the powers in China 
and the maintenance of the territorial 
rights of the contracting parties in 
the regions of Eastern Asia and India 
and the defence of their special in- 
terests in those regions. Articles 
three of the old version stipulated 
that “Japan possessing paramount po- 
litical, military and economic inter- 
ests in Korea, Great Britain recog: 
nizes Japan's right to take such 
measures for the guidance, control 
and protection of Korea as she may 
deem proper and necessary to safe 
guidance and advance the interest 
providing the measures so taken are 
hot contrary to the principles of equal 
opportunities for the commeree and 
industry of all nations.” Article four 
related to the recognition by the Jap- 
anese of Great Britain’s rights to safe- 
guard her Indian possessions. Article 
six specially referred to the war be- 
tween Japan and Russia at that date 
and Great Britain's neutrality. The 
revision of the treaty is known to 
have been largely the result of the 
discussion of the foreign affairs at the 
Imperial conference and was respons. 
ive to the wisMs of the colonies, par- 
ticularly Australia, 
summated so soon was a surprise to 
the diplomats.

Reference should be made 
to that other boy, King who 
began to reign when he only 
jseven years old and reigned forty 
| years in Jerusalem. He also did right 
in the sight of the Lord as long as 
\Jehoida the priest instructed him, 
| but in his later years he caused Je- 
ja's son to be stoned to death be- 
cause he brought him a rebuke from 
the Lord (IL. Kings xii; Chron. xxiv). 
Josiah reigned thirty-one years in Je- 
susalem; but, although he was*a good 
king and wrought great reforms and 
kept the greatest passover since the 
days of Samuel (II Chron, xxv, 18), 
yet the last part of his reign was 
jclouded by willfulness, which cost him 
}his life and caused Jeremiah the 
prophet to lament for him, for Jere- 
miah prophesied during the last eigh 
teen years of his reign (Jer. i, 1, 2) 
That even a very young person can 
{serve the Lord we learn also from the 
' story of Samuel, who as a child minis-

) 26; iii, 1), The prophet Jeremiah said 
when called to his office. “Ah, Lord 
God, behold, I cannot speak, for I am 
a child,” but the Lord strengthened 
him and assured him (Jer. i, 6-9). 
, Timothy from a child knew the Serip- 
;tures, and our Blessed Lord said at 
the age of twelve, “I must be about 
my Father's business” (Luke ii, 49). 

The life of the Lord Jesus was ab- 
solutely perfect all through. The life 
of Samuel was about as nearly perfect 
as ordinary mortals, by the grace of 
get to it, and with him 1 as- 
Joseph and Daniel.
